ANp WE FURTHER WILL AND ORDAIN, That whenever 
a Vacancy shall occur in the Office of Chancellor of the 
said University, either by death, resignation, or other- 
wise, We, our Heirs or Successors, will, under our or 
their Sign Manual, nominate a fit and proper person to 
be the Chancellor instead of the Chancellor occasioning 
such Vacancy. AND WE FURTHER WILL AND ORDAIN,

THE MarricuLation Examination shall take place once 
a year, and commence on the first Tuesday in July. 

No Candidate shall be admitted to the Matriculation 
Examination unless he have produced a Certificate show- 
ing that he has completed his Sixteenth year. 

This Certificate shall be transmitted to the Registrar 
at least fourteen days before the Examination begins. 

A Fee of Two Pounds shall be paid at Matriculation. 
No Candidate shall be admitted to the Examination un- 
less he have previously paid this Fee to the Registrar. 
If a Candidate fail to pass the Examination, the Fee 
shall not be returned to him, but he shall be admissible 
to any subsequent Examination for Matriculation without 
the payment of any additional Fee.

COMMENTARY ON A CASE IN MEDICINE, 
SURGERY, OR MIDWIFERY. 


CELSUS DE RE MEDICA. 
CASE IN MEDICINE. 


Examiners, Dr. Bruu1ne@ and Dr. T'weeprer. 


A. B., seventeen years of age, stated that for fifteen days 
before he applied for advice (on the 23rd of July) he felt se- 
vere pain in the head, accompanied for the two previous days 
with visible weakness in the night lower extremity. The 
countenance was pale, the pupils natural, vision and intelli- 
gence were perfect; the right lower extremity felt heavier 
than the left, and since the preceding night he felt some 
difficulty in moving the right arm, but the sensibility of 
both limbs was unimpaired ; the pulse was irregular but not 
frequent, the breathing hurried and unequal; the pain in the 
head was at times so acute as to make him scream. A 
few hours after he was visited he fell into profound stupor. 
On the following morning (the 25th) the coma disappeared, 
the intelligence was perfect, and he answered questions put 
to him correctly; but the pain in the head continued and 
the paralysis of the right side had evidently increased; the 
pulse was slow (50) and very irregular, and once or twice 
in the night he had vomited bitter green fluid. When vi- 
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sited on the 26th, he was again found in deep coma, though 
when his limbs were pinched, it was evident from his coun- 
tenance that he felt pain: the pulse continued slow and 
irregular, the skin was cool and moist. On the 27th he lay 
speechless with his eyes open but immoveably fixed, and he 
did not see objects placed before him. Next day his pulse 
rose to 96. On the 29th the coma continued, and there 
were slight occasional convulsive twitchings of the muscles 
of the face ; when loudly spoken to he stared without an- 
swering; he appeared however to distinguish objects pre- 
sented to him, complained much, and retracted the right 
arm a little when it was pinched, this arm when raised 
falling as an inert mass, while he was able to sustain the 
left without effort: pulse 80. On the 30th the intelligence 
returned, the patient answering questions, seeing and hear- 
ing perfectly, but there was no alteration in the palsy of the 
right side. The pulse was 92 and the breathing continued . 
quick. On the 31st, after two days’ perceptible amendment, 
he relapsed into coma, the breathing became more frequent, 
accompanied with rattling, and he died during the night. © 

What was the nature of this disease ?

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CASE IN SURGERY.

A healthy man, 50 years of age, a butcher by trade, was 
playfully wrestling with one of his companions, who had 
a knife in his hand, when the former accidentally ran 
against the knife, and received a stab in the abdomen. A 
wound was thus made, just above the umbilicus, through 
which a probe passed, obliquely downwards into the cavity 
of the abdomen. There was no bleeding of importance, nor 
escape of fecal matter from the wound. The patient soon 
became faint, and when seen by his surgeon two hours after 
the accident, he appeared to be in a state of collapse, with his 
pulse scarcely perceptible. The next day the pulse, though 
weak, was upwards of 100 and steady: the abdomen was 
swollen, tympanitic and tender; the knees drawn upwards: 
he was occasionally sick, and vomited bile and mucus: 
his bowels had not acted. On the second day, the vomiting 
had increased in frequency, the distension, tenderness and 
tympanitic state of the abdomen were greater: the bowels 
had not acted: there was great restlessness, but perfect 
command of the intellectual powers: the pulse was weak, 
and 140 in a minute. On the third day the state of the 
abdomen was the same, though less tender; there were 
hiccough and very frequent sickness, no evacuation from 
the bowels, the pulse was 150, and very weak, On the 
third day the pulse was imperceptible, the extremities cold, 
the abdomen immensely distended, but free from pain and 
tenderness. On the evening of the sixth day the man died. 

State the probable nature of the injury inflicted upon 
the contents of the abdomen in this case ; and describe also 
the treatment you would think it proper to adopt in a case 
where the wound in the parietes of the abdomen has been 
sufficiently large to have allowed the protrusion of a portion 
of intestine, and in which you had found a small puncture ; 
also in a case where there was in the protruded intestine 
an extensive wound, whether transverse or longitudinal, 
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CASE IN MIDWIFERY. 


Examiner, Dr. Rrasy. 


Mrs. A. M., etat. 26, mother of two children, small and 
delicate. Her previous labours have been quick. 

Pains commenced early in the morning, and appeared to 
be regular and effective. Bowels were stated to have been 
well moved from medicine the night before. 

Os uteri soft and moderately thick, open to about the 
size of a shilling. By degrees the pains lost their regular 
character and were situated in front, the os uteri becoming 
more thin and tense, and unaffected by them. An enema 
was ordered, but did not succeed, owing to the pressure 
of the head on the rectum; a moderate dose of morphia 
was given, and a larger one in about two hours after, as 
the first had produced no effect; the pains subsided and 
left her pretty quiet until evening, when they returned, of 
the same irregular character, and produced much suffering. 

The uterus during the pains evidently contracted irregu- 
larly, and since midday there had been at times rather a 
free discharge of blood. Friction with the hand was ‘used 
to the abdomen for some time, which had the effect of ren- 
dering the pains more regular; the os uteri dilated to about 
half its size, but still remained thin and tense. Another 
enema had been tried and also without success. The at- 
tendant passed an elastic tube up the rectum beyond where 
the head was pressing and threw up about two pints of soap 
and water; it brought away but little beyond a large dis- 
charge of flatus; the pains instantly altered their character, 
became regular and effective, and in less than twenty mi- 
nutes a large child was born. Fearing irregular contraction 
of the uterus during the separation of the placenta, he gave 
her a dose of ergot and the placenta was expelled in about 
a quarter of an hour. 

In less than half an hour afterwards the uterus had 
relaxed, and much hemorrhage had made her feel faint ; 
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cold was applied externally, and that failing, it was applied 
internally by injection, but still the uterus refused to con- 
tract. Brandy was required to keep her from fainting— 
the child was put to the breast, but it drew feebly and pro- 
duced little effect, After using friction and pressure to the 
abdomen with the hand, a tight bandage was applied, which 
controlled the hemorrhage almost entirely. Still however 
the uterus was larger than it ought to be, and evidently 
contained coagula in its cavity. Another dose of ergot 
produced vomiting, when a large quantity of thick greenish 
fluid was discharged from the stomach with evident relief ; 
several firm coagula were instantly expelled, the uterus 
contracted well, and all further hemorrhage ceased. 

As the pulse was rather quick, with some amount of 
abdominal pain, the next day she took a dose of calomel 
which produced several large and very unhealthy evacua- 
tions. She recovered favourably. 

Seeing that her previous labours had been quick, how 
do you account for the lingering character of the one above 
described ?

The difficulties against which the Reformation had to 
contend on the Continent created a great influx of strangers 
into England, and by the friendly interference of Cranmer - 
and others, congregations were established in London, under 
the general superintendence of John & Lasco, a Polish no- 
bleman, who had been driven from his country for the sake 
of his religion and became a preacher of the Gospel. Much 
favour was shown them by the Council, and a church as- 
signed for their use, where, during this reign, they greatly 
flourished, notwithstanding the internal feuds into which 
they fell. A Lasco preached before the Germans ; but there 
was also an Italian, as well as a French congregation, to 
which several immunities were granted. There was a 
church of strangers, too, from Strasburg, under Valerandus 
Pollanus, established at Glastonbury, who made use of a 
liturgy of their own, not very different from that of the 
reformed churches of France. England also furnished an 
asylum to many learned men whose labours were trans-. 
ferred to this country in consequence of the misfortunes of 
their own, and the liberal reception which was here afforded 
them.—Suonrt’s History of the Church of England.

They plausibly contend that as powerful or captivating 
" diction in a pure English style is, after all, the attainment 
they are in search of, the study of the best English models 
affords the shortest road to this point ; and even admitting 
the ancient examples to have been the great fountains from 
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which all eloquence is drawn, they would rather profit, as 
it. were, by the classical labours of their English prede- 
cessors, than toil over this same path themselves. Ina 
word, they would treat the perishable results of those 
labours as the standard, and give themselves no care 
about the immortal originals. This argument, the thin 
covering which indolence weaves for itself, would speedily 
sink all the fine arts into barrenness and insignificance. 
Why, according to such reasons, should a sculptor or 
painter encounter the toil of a journey to Athens or Rome? 
Far better work at home, and profit by the labour of those 
who have resorted to the Vatican and Parthenon, and 
founded an English school, adapted to the taste of our 
own country. Be assured that the works of the English 
chisel fall not more short of the wonders of the Acropolis 
than the best productions of modern pens fall short of the 
chaste, finished, nervous, and overwhelming compositions 
of them that ‘‘resistless fulmined over Greece.” Be 
equally sure that, with hardly any exception, the great 
things of poetry and of eloquence have been done by men 
who cultivated the mighty exemplars of Athenian genius 
with daily and with nightly devotion. Among poets there 
is hardly an exception to this rule, unless may be so deemed 
Shakepeare, an exception to all rules, and Dante, fami- 
liar as a contemporary with the works of Roman art, com- 
posed in his mother tongue, having taken not so much for 
his guide as for his ‘“‘ Master” Virgil, himself almost a 
translator from the Greeks. Cicero honoured the Greek 
masters with such singular observance, that he not only re- 
paired to Athens for the sake of finishing his rhetorical 
education, but afterwards continued the art of declaiming 
in Greek.

1. Trajan was ambitious of fame; and as long as man- 
kind shall continue to bestow more liberal applause on their 
destroyers than on their benefactors, the thirst of military 
glory will ever be the vice of the most exalted characters. 
The praises of Alexander, transmitted by a succession of 
poets and historians, had kindled a dangerous emulation in 
the mindof Trajan. Like him, the Roman emperor under- 
took an expedition against the nations of the east: but he 
lamented with a sigh, that his advanced age scarcely left 
him ary hopes of equaling the renown of the son of Philip. 
Yet the success of Trajan, however transient, was rapid 
and specious. The degenerate Parthians, broken by intes- 
tine discord, fled before his arms. He descended the river 
Tigris in triumph, from the mountains of Armenia to the 
Persian Gulf. He enjoyed the honour of being the first, as 
he was the last of the Roman generals, who ever navigated 
that remote sea. His fleets ravaged the coasts of Arabia ; 
and Trajan vainly flattered himself that he was approaching 
towards the confines of India. Every day the astonished 
senate received the intelligence of new names and new na- 
tions that acknowledged his sway. They were informed, 
that the kings of Bosphorus, Colchos, Iberia, Albania, 
Osrhoene, and even the Parthian monarch himself, had 
accepted their diadems from the hands of the emperor; 
that the independent tribes of the Median and Carduchian 
hills had implored his protection ; and that the rich coun- 
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tries of Armenia, Mesopotamia, and Assyria, were reduced 
into the state of provinces. But the death of Trajan soon 
clouded the splendid prospect; and it was justly to be 
dreaded, that so many distant nations would throw off the 
unaccustomed yoke, when they were no longer restrained 
by the powerful hand which had imposed it. 

2. Let us suppose that a considerable number of fami- 
lies, perfectly equal among themselves, and absolutely in- 
dependent of each other, were thrown by a tempest on a 
desert island. The vessel being destroyed, they have no 
hope either of returning home or of pursuing their jour- 
ney. All communication with the rest of mankind is be- 
come impossible: we ask, whether these families could 
live without government? No. Has any one among them 
a right to govern the rest? Clearly not. Can any indi- 
vidual among them pretend to such a right? Certainly 
not. Have they a right to appoint the government of 
which they stand in need? Certainly they have. There- 
fore in this multitude, represented by the fathers of fami- 
lies or in some other way, resides the civil power, together 
with the right of transmitting it to one or more persons, 
according as they shall judge proper.
